Major-General Adolphus Greely, who 
has come to St. Louis to succeed sin. | 
tenant-General Corbin, now retired, as 
head of the Northern Division of the 
United States Army, got up early at 
the Buckingham Club Saturday and hur- 
ried downtown to division headquar- 
ters. 

Gen. Greely has another year and a 
half beforé his retirement. He expects 
to sérve out the time tin St. Louis. The 
General has had probably as adventur- 
ous a career as any man in the army, 
and seems well content to round out his 
army record with a year or more of 
the quiet work of a division headquar- 
ters. 

Gen. Greely presented a striking con- | 
trast in appearance to Gen. Corbin, who 
is curt of speech and of belligerent ap- 
pearance. Gen. Greely is a_ 6-footer, 
like Gen. Corbin, and is as erect es the 
old Indian fighter. But his voice is soft 
and pleasant and the fact that he is a 
remarkable disciplinarilan is not appar- 
ent at a casual meeting. 

He wears eyeglasses which frequently 
slide down his nose, and he has a very 
genial smile. But he can set the glasses 
very firmly on the bridge of his nose, 
and the steel gray eyes can become very 
hard. and the smiling mouth can set it- 
self in lines of determination.

Those arrested with Mrs.. McDonald 
fave names which the police bélieve 
were assumed. Two women and one 
man said they were regular boarders of 
Mrs. McDonald’s. 

The men were released at the station. 
The women were held over night, but 
were released after court. Two wanted 
to be tried at once, but Mrs. McDonald 
and the two women who say they live 
with her wanted a continuance until 
Monday. Judge Pollard resented the 
idea of a division of the cases, saying 
he would not be caught in a “trick,’”’ 
so the whole batch went over to Mon- 
dav at 9 a. m. The men arrested did 
not appear in court, but two of them 
waited outside and joined two of the 
women.

“Boys Few Dollars” by 
Filtration Plan. 


St. Louis water experts point to Phil- 
adelphia as an example of what might 
have happened in St. Louis had this city 
used the “slow sand filtration’’ process 
of purifying its water, instead of the 
“purification and clarification by coagy 
lation and sedimentation,’’ which is now 
in use. here, 

Philadelphia, counting the changes in 
its sewer system necessitated by Its fil- 
tration system, has already spent be- 
tween £25,000.000 and $50,000,000 for pure 
water. and is now trying to raise be- 
tween $4,000,000 "and $5,000,000 more for 
the work. 

“St. Louis’ water purification system 
went into effect March 22, 190,'’ said 
Water Commissioner Adkins to a_ Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘The cost of the in- 
stallation which gives St. Louis pure 
Water has been, counting the $1,500,000 
which the settling basins cost to build, 
$1,050.00. Its cost of maintenance for 
the year ending in April, 1905, Mcluding 
labor, power and coagulant, was $119,- 
126.18. For the vear ending in April, 
lve. the cost of maintenance Was 
$105, 720. 

“In 1905, St. Louis used 28,837,121,410 
gallons of water and in 1906 the city 
used 25,189,284,970 gallons, The decrease 
is due both to the end of the World's 
Fair and to the fact that with clear 
water consumers do not allow their 
hydrants to waste water in the hope 
tha: the stream will run clear after 
aw hile. 


Adkins Watches Philadelphia. 


“Philadelphia could use some _ such 
system. I nave studied its problem only 
through the reports of its water offi- 
cials and through the newspaper ac- 
counts of the waste in funds due to 
politics. Philadelphia’s water is bad. 
Its supply comes from the Schuylkill 
River, which flows through a thickly 
settied district and is likely at any sea- 
son to carry typhoid germs. Acording 
to accounts, the water is turbid and 
earries considerable foreign matter in 
suspension. This was the case with St. 
Louis’ water, and such a water lends 
itself well to treatment by coagulation 
anc sedimentation. 

“Water experts throughout the world 
have had their eyes opened by the suc- 
cess which St. Louis has attained at so 
insignificant a cost. The experts are 
now working on water purification from 
the St. Louis standpoint. They are pre- 
paring to cut out the expensive sand 
filter. installation. Philadelphia may 
avail itself of their researches and 
reach a soiution, after an expenditure 
of millions, which St. Louis reached in 
the beginning. 

“T had an exceptional opportunity to 
study Philadelphia’s methods when 
some of its officials came to St. Louis 
during the fair and viewed our water- 
works. They laughed at our simple in- 
stallation. 

“ ‘But it does the work,’ I remarked. 

“Oh, perhaps so,’ @ne of the offi- 
cials answered, ‘but what’s the harm 
of letting the boys get a few dollars 
in building a more elaborate plant?’ 

‘Philadelphia's trouble seems to be 
first, the efforts of the mechanical fil- 
ter men: second, politics; and third, 
the opposition of the ignorant to use 
of a coagulant. 

“St. Louis’ bacteriologist, who is not 
connected with the Water Department. 
makes daily analyses of St. Louis’ 
water for impurities of all sorts. He 
reports that an efficiency of 99 per 
cent is reached 365 days in the year.”

THE “PARTY OF SOLIDARISTS.” 

If the author of “A Practical Programme for Workingmen’’ (Swan Sonnen- 
echein & Co., London, imported by Charles Scribner's Sons, New York) finds 
enough followers in this country and in England a new political party will be 
born and a new ism will be added to the extensive vocabulary of isms. The au- 
thor is hidden behind the curtain of anonymity, but it may safely be guessed 
that he is an American. The party he proposes to form he names the Party 
of Solidarists, the object of which should be to substitute co-operation for com- 
petition by the “nationalization of national industries and the municipalization 
of municipal industries.” 

He objects to Socialism because, he believes, that it is based on a propa- 
ganda of hatred between Mass and Class and engenders bad feeling between 
employer and employe. Another objection the author has against Socialism 
is the fact that it preaches collectivism, while he believes in communism. 
Collectivism he considers selfish, communism he calls altruistic because it finds 
happiness not in disregarding others but in ministering to others. 

“The aim of Solidarism,’’ says the author, ‘is to substitute love of the 
neighbor for love of self by framing institutions that make this substitution 





possible.”’ 

To do this it is proposed to either organize a new party or to try to capture 
the Democratic party before the next presidential election. After this is ac- 
complished the Solidarity party, the author maintains, should work for Gov- 
ernment ownership of the railroads and other public facilities with the final 
object in view of nationalizing all the industries. 

He knows that there are difficulties jn the way of the erganization of a 
new party, but he thinks they can be overcome by an educational campaign 
among the workingmen. He says to the workingmen and Trade Unionists: 

“Continue to work on the economic field, but do not for that reason refuse 


to join us in the political.’ 


To the employers he says: 
“It is time for you to take a rest; you have worked too hard; you have 


earned an ‘otium cum dignitate;’’ hand over your burden to the State; cease 
harassing yourself and others about profit and take from the Nation your 
share of national production.”’ | 

And after explaining to the workingmen and farmers that the market and 
competition are the real enemies of society, the author says to them: 

“Let us compete only in welldoing; let us at last co-operate, not in a sin- 
gle workshop for a narrow purpose of individual wage, but along the horizon 
of national industry, upon the broad lines of political organization, and for 

, 


the broad purpose of universal welfare.” 
A STUDY OF OLD AGE. 


“The Treasure of Heaven,’ Marie Corelli's latest romance, is in the main 
a sympathetic study of old age, the hero of the story being a man over 70. 

The plot of the story is very simple. We are introduced to David Helms- 
ley, a millionaire, who has acquired his millions easily and lawfully, but has 
been unsuccessful in securing love, or even friendship. His wife proved 
false, his two sons worthless. These have died, and in his old age he looks 
around him in vain for a worthy person to whom he can leave his_ millions, 
one who loves him for himself and not for the wealth he represents. 

Despairing of finding such a person in the world’s great cities, or while 
he is known as a millionaire, Helmsley disguises himself and sets out on a 
tramp through‘ rural England. 

In. the description of this journey afoot, Miss Corelli not only brings to 
the mind’s eye a charming picture of English country Hfe—rustic lanes and 
pretty villages, but makes it clear that she has a strong faith in the innate 
goodness of the poor people away from cities, contrasting their thoughts and 
ways with the thoughts. and ways of the slaves of fashion and mammon who 
are supposed to represent civilization. 1t is well known that Miss Corelli takes 
every available opportunity to condemn the evils of society. In this romance, 
however, there is far mare of the optimistic and pleasant than of the damna- 
tory. The idea running through the story is that Love is the Treasure of 
Heaven, and that one does well to turn his back on money in order to ob- 
tain that treasure—‘‘pure, disinterested, tender affection, which bears the stress 
of poverty, sickness, and all:other kindred ills,” and accepts a man for him- 
self and not for what he possesses.

HAT one of Uncle Sam’s domin- 
| ions beyond the sea which is con- 
tained within the perimeter of the 
Island of Guam has a new kind of Sun- 
day, according to a home-made edict 
of Commander T. M. Potts, U. S. N., 
Governor and Commandant of the dot 
in the Pacific. The Sunday begins at 
10:30 o’clock on Saturday night and does 
not wind up until 6 o’clock on Monday 
morning, giving a clear Puritanical 
sweep of 31% hours. 

The laws containing this provision 
cutting such a huge chunk off the in- 
sular week days reached the Post from 
Guam on small sheets of paper that 
gave no hint of what ’our little brown 
brothers think of the lengthening of 
their day of deprivation. Information on 
this point is eagerly awaited, for if re- 
bellion should threaten among the vast 
horde of the descendants of good old 
New Bedford whalers and aboriginal 
islanders, the Navy Department would 
have its hands full. 

Gov. Potts issued his ukase in con- 
nection with a new and complete set 
of liquor laws, which fill the greater 
part of six sheets of paper, letter size, 
and are divided into 34 titles. On the 
Sunday established by the Governor and 
Commandant, no liquor is to be sold. 
The saloon keeper who offends is to be 
fined 200 pesos ($100) for the first offense 
and 400 pesos ($200) for the second, ‘be- 
Sides forfeiting his license to sell. The 
unfortunate who is found moistening 
this long period of thirst is treated“ to 
the same fine as the saloon keeper, but 
apparently he does not lose his license 
to drink.
